Japan and the Vatican, 


Governments cannot please everybody. 
Indeed, they are well satisfied if they 
please a majority of thair own supporters. 
How easily and how unexpectedly they 
may fiad themselves widely assailed for 
what they imagined to be a trifling and 
innocuous act is well illustrated by the 
vigorous campaign of protest that is heing 
waged by Japanese Buddhists against the 
decision of the Government to send a 
Minister. to the Vatican. ' The leader of 
the Opposition is Count Otani, the aristo- 
cratic abbot of the famous temple it 
Nishi Hong-Wanji at Kioto, and he 
appears to have secured the support of a 
vast number of priests throughout the 
kingdom. Though formerly Christianity in- 
curred the same uncompromising hostility 
from the Japanese feudal nobility as all 
other foreign institutions, Japan, since it 
became a constitutional country, has ex- 
tended complete liberty in matters cf 
religion alike to Jananese subjects and 
foreigners resident in Japan. The Japanese 
themselves are mostly Buddhists and 
Shintoists combined, tempering both in 
the case of the bétfer educated classes 
with Bushido, a code of conduct and 
morality akin to medieval European 
chivalry and a relic of the old Japanese 
military feudalism. Neither Buddhism 
nor Shintoism can really be classed as an 
aggressive or proselytising creed, nor do 
the Buddhist priests exercise any very 
material influence over the lives of the 
people. It is hardly likely, therefore, 
that the protest against the Government, s 
sending a Minister to the Vatican is 
stimulated by anything that could te 
described as religious intolerance. More- 
over, while the bulk of native Christians 
in Japan are Roman Catholics, the total 
number is so small and is increasing so 
slowly, that the most ardent Buddhist 
bigot could find no cause for concern. 
The protest is moro probably a vague 
manifestation of the spirit that.has given 
rise to the Facisti in Italy and the Ku 
Klux Klan in America, a sort of national 
revival which looks backward rather than 
forward for, the inspiration that is to re- 
mould the race.

The unhappy lot of the family man wh» 
found himself compelled to seek a home 
for his family in London was long the 
constant theme df motalists, humourists, 
humanitarians and persons who made a 
practice of writing letters to the news- 
papers. “Abandon children all ye who 
enter here,” if not actually written in 
letters of fire over the portal of the house 
agent's office, appeared punctually against 
all the most attractive flats; maisonette 
apartments, furnished houses, and tene- 
ments on their books. Dogs, if not too 
large or too numerous, were metaphoric- 
ally made welcome, on behalf. of his 
clients, by every house agent. Parrots and 
cats had equal privileges. One could intro- 
duce a hedgehog into the kitchen or a 
tortoise into the garden; but children? 
For a Londoner to have a child was to 
leave himself as the only residential 
alternatives. to instant flight to 
suburbs, the arches of Waterloo Bridge or 
a bench in the Park. Now, however, this 
harsh spirit shows signs of undergoing a 
change. The Duke of Westminster is 
erecting a large number of tenement 
houses on a portion of his London 
property, and these, he declares, are not 
to be let to any persons who have not 
children living with them. Whether it is 
that the Duke of Westminster likes 
children or has pronounced views on race 
suicide, or whether the hearts of London 
landlords as a whole are softening it is 
too early to say; but others besides 
Londoners will hope that the Duke’s 
example will be followed by other lessors.

If their barracks were burned, 
as in the case of Dundrum, they would simply 
move into other premises. 

As tothe Boundary Commission, the Govern- 
ment had made no move towards having the 
Commission set up. A bureau, ander Mr. 
Kevin O'Shiel, was hard at work in connec- 
dion w ith the matter. 

One matter engaging his Department at 
present was the Law Bill for enforcing de- 
crees for debt, and a bill dealing with the 
position of the District Justices who had been 
appointed. The ground was being prepared 
fo.» a Licensing Bill, and a Committee was 
dealing with the Rent Restriction Act. As 
soon as this Committee reported, a bill would 
be introduced in the Dail. 

Speaking of the local justices, Mr. O’ Higgins 
said that the bill to regularise their position 
would be introduced during the coming week. 
It was not proposed to revert completely to 
the old honorary magisterial system, under 
which justices adjidicated on the bench, but 
thev would be given powers to remand in 
custody or on bail cases, but without the 
power to override the decision of the district 
justice Chey would have power to si 
warrants and summonses, administer oaths in 
connection with affidavits, etc., wer to 
commit lunatics, and other smaller, but im- 
portant, functions. 

The question of the powers of Sheriffs was 
engaging the attention of the Ministry. 

As to the Licensing Bill, Mr. O'Higgins 
said that it would regularise hours, and would 
take other powers. It would be introduced 
before the general election. 

Asked whether farmers might now be given 
their shotguns for the destruction of ~wermin, 
he said that the matter was still in the hands 
of the military. 

In regard to the Amnesty Bill, which haa 
been held up in the Senate, Mr. O'Higgins 
made no comment on the action of the Senate, 
but he would say that the Government were 
working hard for the release of Dowline and 
other men who were still in British custody. 
There were three men in Scotch prisons, but 
so fer the British Government was not con- 
vinced that these men were connected with 
political offences relating to Ireland.

OFFICIAL BEPORT. 

The National Army Headgauarte:s on Satur-

MYSTERIOUS SHOOTING.

YOUNG MAN FOUND DEAD IN 
PH(ENIX PARK. 


A mysterious shooting affair took place 
at 4.15 o’clock on Saturday afternon, when 
a young man, subsequently identified as 
William McGowan, 33 Upper Gardiner street, 
Dublin, was shot dead by. an unknown 
assailant in the Phenix Park, 

The shooting took place between the 
Wellington Monument and Conyngham road, 
and, although there were many people in the 
Park at the time, no one Sasedliy cow what 
happened. 

There is some doubt as to whether more 
than one shot was fired, but one shot. was 
heard by people in the vicinity, and when 
the victim was discovered, lying on his back, 
he had one bullet wound in the head. The 
bullet had entered at the back of the right 
ear, and had caused almost instantaneous 
death. 

Life was extinct when the man was ad- 
mitted to Steevens’ Hospital, whence he had 
been taken in the ambulance. 

A Dublin Metropolitan Policeman, on duty 
at the Gough Monument, stated that he found 
the man lying on the pathway, and saw a 
bicycle lying against the railings. With this 
he sent a civilian to telephone for the am 
bulance, and on his return took charge of the 
bicycle. 

McGowan, whose age was 22 years, was a 
carpenter employed by the Midland Great 
Western Railway. On Monday last he re- 
turned to Dublin from Sligo, where for ten 
days or so he had assisted in erecting huts, 

McGowan’s wife and his child, aged about 
1} years old, were at her father’s house jin 

ountjoy street when he returned to 33 
Upper Gardiner street on Saturday at about 
ó o'clock. It is believed that he had taken 
dinner previously, and had simply come to 
leave his working tools at home, change his 
clothes, and go out. 

When leaving the house, at about 4 
o'clock, he took his bicycle, and must have 
ridden direct to the point where he was shot. 

It is thought that he was induced to go 
there by some message, but nothing to indi- 
cate this was found upon him.

PRINTERS’ WAGES.

STRIKE IN LIMERICK. 

The Limerick printers have struck work 
rather than agree to a reduction of 5s. per 
week in wages which had been directed by the 
Executive of the Typographical Association 
last December. The local employers azreed 
shortly before Christmas to postpone for a 
month the demand for reductions. Notices 
were served a fortnight ago that the “cut” 
would come into force next week, and last 
Tuesday the local secretary of the Typographi- 
cal Association wrote to the loca] branch of 
the Master Printers’ Association asking that a 
deputation should be heard on the wages ques- 
tion.

‘MOTHER-IN-LAW 
WINS, 
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VIEW OF THE CASE. 


The action in which Mr. Charles Sanderson, 
of Keighley, a cashier, sought damages from 
his mother-in-law, Mrs. udson, of South 
Africa, for having induced his wife to leave 
him, concluded in London, on Saturday, when 
Mr. Justice Darling entered a verdict for the 
defendant with costs without calling on her 
counsel, | | 

The evidence of Mrs. Hudson, which was 
taken on commission, stated that she had not 
induced her daughter to leave her husband, 
and that she had never meant to cut her 
daughter off in respect of money. She he- 
lieved that lack of Jove was the cause of the 
trouble between husband and wife. 

Mrs. Sanderson, whose evidence’ was also 
taken on commission, stated that her hnsband 
strongly objected to her going to chapet, and 
that made her very unhappy. He was cynical 
and scoffing about it. He also objected to 
her visiting her friends, and his general 
manner of speaking to her was contemptuous. 
Once he told her she could “ bally well go if 
she liked.” Her mother had never persuaded 
her to leave her husband. Her own mind was 
made up. and she herself implored her mother 
to let her go back to South Africa. 

Mr. Justice Darling, in the course of his 
judgment, said that he had come to the con- 
clusion that Mrs. Hudson did nothing im- 
proper in anything that she said or counselled, 
either in England or in South Africa. 

“1 am satisfied, ” he continued, “ that Mr. 
Sanderson did not treat his wife as she was 
entitled to be treated, and that she had good 
grounds for objecting to his conduct.” 

Mr. Sanderson had said his wife was a 
truthful woman. - She said she came to the 
determination to leave her home owing to the 
unhappiness of her married life, and because 
of the belief that he would never reform. If it 
had been made out that she was enticed by 
Mrs. Hudson against her free will to leave 
her husband, then Mr. Sanderson would be 
entitled to succeed. It was enough for him 
(Mr. Justice Darling) to say that he could not 
arrive at any such conclusion.

A BELFAST BONFIRE. 
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SHOP WINDOW BROKEN BY HEAT 


A Twelfth of July bonfire was responsible 
for the breaking of a plate glate window in 
the premises of Messrs. Rogan Bros.’ Shankill 
road branch house in Belfast, and the firm 
brought a claim io the Belfast Claims Court 
to recover £50 damages. ' 

The Deputy Recorder, Mr. John Leech, 
K.C., gave judgment on Saturday. “The case, 
he said, was that the heat of the fire at no 
very great distance from the window had the 
effect of cracking the window. There was no 
direct attack in any way upon the window 
or house, but the claim was on the ground 
that the damage was the direct result of 
lighting the bonfire. It seemed that it was a 
practice to have such bonfires, and apparently 
they were winked at, because, so far as he 
knew, no proceedings had been taken on an 
occasion such as this to preventit Mr. Reid 's 
contention was that, this being the result of an 
illegal act, the ratepayers were bound to 
compensate. But two things were necessary 
to bring it under the Act—it must be both 
malicious and unlawful. In his opinion it was 
distinctly outside the word “ malicious,” al- 
though it was unlawful, but both must be 
fulfilled in order to bring it within the pro- 
vince of the Malicious Damages Act, 1861, as 
extended to criminal injuries by the Local 
Government Act, 1899. Under the circum- 
stances he must refuse the application.
